In the early ‘OQ Higgins. was known 8s a 
rider and driver of some of the finest horses 
in America. His stables at Morristown cov~- 
ered more than twenty acres and were re- 
nowned all ovér the world as the finest of 
their kind. 

He was addicted specially to the fashion, 
then in Its first popularity, of driving road 
coaches with relays of horses from New 
York to Newport. One season he drove the 
public coach from the old Windsor hotel— 
since destroyed by fire—to Morris park with- 
out missing a single trip. Associated with 
him at this time was T. Suffern Tailer, him- 
self a famous whip. 


Once Big Horse Show Figure. 

At the éame time he was a great exhibitor 
at horse shows. Lauderdale, a thoroughbred 
stallion, which he bought in Canada in 1858, 
for several years was an undisputed prize 
winner at exhibitions throughout the country. 

No less than seven blue ribbons fell to his 
share. Two years in succession he won first 
prize at the New York horse show in the 
backney class. 

Equally famous were Dunder and Biltsen 
ané Bliasard and Biuster, o coaching tour 
which catried the 1899 horse show by storm. 

Higgins’ interest in sport earty took the 
form of a strong inclination for foils. Ia 
other minor sports he was prominent, being 
an excellent tennis player and an adept at

COACHES APPLAUD NEW RULES. 

Football coaches view thenew game from 
a different standpoint, but the concensus of 
their opinion is distinctly favorable to the 
game as it has been played this year. The 
elimination of the old batteringram system, 
the subordination of brute strength to brains, 


ward pass arg welcomed as permitting a 
healthier and an infinitely more interesting 
game. 

The new rules, the coaches have found, 
entirely change the distinctive characteris- 
tics of both players and game, putting a 
premium on skill and versatility instead 
of brawn and increasing instead of lessening 
as was feared, the scientific and spectacular 
elements of the game. 

In answer to a request by THe Trisune 
for their opinion of the value of the new rules 
the following replies from coaches have been 
received: 

BY HH. L. WILLIAMS, 
Head Coach University of Minnesota. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 24.—[{Special. ]— 
There is no doubt, to my mind, that, taken 
throughout the country as a whole, the new 
rules have made the game of football not 
only more interesting, moré safe, and more 
spectacular, but have carried the great 
American game through a hazardous crisis 
and established it more firmly than ever as 
a popular sport in the hearts of both players 
and spectators. 

A year ago a hue and cry against the game 
of football, as it was being played, made it 
essential that the rules should be radically 
ohanged in order to save the game. Under 
the new rules and the spirit which has gone 
with the rules nearly all of the objectionable 
features which formerly existed have been 
eliminated. 

The injuries during the last season have 
been remarkably few. Unnecessary rough- 
ness and brutality have been practically 
eliminated. Coaches and players alike have 
made every effort to have this feature re- 
moved and have been successful. 

As far as the technical points of the game 
are concerned, it seeme to me that the general 
public finds football as now played far more 
interesting and spectacular than under the 
old rules. The players themselves have found 
the game quite as entertaiming, while Nght 
and fast teams have had more cf a chance 
to make a showing against heavy opponents 
than they did formerly. 

For the heavy line men who have not been 
allowed to go back in the formations the game 
has undoubtedly lost a great deal of the in- 
terest which it formerly possessed, for now 
they have comparatively small opportunity 
to carry the ball which is one of the most 
enjoyable features of the play. 

It is a question to my. mind whether, with 
the rules as they now stand, with ten yards to 
gain, it would not be better to allow the 
guards and tackles to be used in the forma- 
tions as formerly. The ten yard rule, to- 
gether with the onside kick and the iorward 
pass, makes such a radical change from the 
old game that I personally feel that the new 
game would be greatly improved by giving 
ail the linemen full freedom in the play. In 
Me main, however, I believe it wise to leave 

eh gis rules practically as they are for an- 
pres year's test. They have proved far more 
satisfactory tham was ever hoped for at the 
beginning of the season. 


BY MYRON E. WITHAM, 
Head Coach Purdue University.

Another evidence of the new rules is that 
they give the light man anequa) chance with 
the big man. The new game allows him to 
pit his weight, aided by his brain, against the 


man who isa football player simply because . 


he cannot be hurt and can stand punishment. 
The forward pass, in my mind, can be worked 
successfully, but the play must be perfected 
to the highest state and will depend on the 
hea@work of the men involved in the play. 
Unéer the former rules, if a signal was 
missed on a line phunge some one of the backs 
could take the ball and butt in and probably 
make his two or three yards, but this cannot 
be done now;-and especially in the long pass it 
must work perfectly or not at all.

‘-At-a-Pést- meeting held lust evening in a 
hall at 3530 South Hermitage avenue Dr. Cor- 
nélia De Bey, hitherto one of the “ reform- 
ers’’’ stanchest adherents, took her hearers 
inte her confidence and unburdened her heart 
io them. When the doctor got through she 
sooked relieved; her seventy-odd hearers 
looked. aghast. . 

“When I think of what is going on night 
after night in the schoo! board and out of it,” 
said Dr. De Bey, ‘I feel as if I'd like io quit. 
Heree we're spending our time trotting out 
trivial argument after trivial argument, split- 
ting hairs, and inveighing against each other 
wheh we ought to be working out great prob- 
lems. 

**I don’t suppose I shall quit. Some of us 
are so constituted that we have an overdose 
cf ancestral brain.

Her Remarks a Surprise. 

Dr. De Bey’s remarks were not on the pro- 
gram. Trustees Ritter and Robins had been 
advertised to occupy the platform with Trus- 
tees Post and Millis, but at the last moment 
both sent word that they were unable to be 
present. While Mr. Mills was speaking Dr 
De Bey entered the hall, and a “ worker” 
at once pounced upon her and asked her to 
fill the gap.

“Mayor Dunne has had rare courage to 
put on the board a majority of members who 
can’t be reached.

AUTO SHOW SEASON TO START. 
Annual Exhibition of the American 
Motor Car Manufacturers Will Open 
on Saturday at New York. 


While there is a lull at-the present time fn 
local motofing circles another week will see 
the game in full blast again, for next Sat- 
urday the first of the winter's big shows will 
open in New York, while the following Mon- 
day the national meeting of the American 
Automobile. association will be called to- 
gether in New York. This will provide the 
motorists with enough food for gossip to take 
them up to the second big show, in January, 
also in New York, and after that comes the 
beach meet at Ormond, then the Chicago 
show. 

There will be a large delegation from Chi- 
cago at the “ independents’ ’’ show, which 
openg in New York City next Saturday. Every 
manager of a branch handling a car made by 
a member of the American Motor Car Manu- 
facturers' association as Well as every agent 
representing the “ independent.”’ cars, will be 
there, while many of those who own allegi- 
ance to the Association of Licensed Manufac- 
turers will be among those present in order 
to get a line on the early models. 

The affair in the Grand Central palace is 
expected to be a record breaker in point of 
size. Nearly 100 different makes of cars will 
be on exhibition, while the makers of tires, 
parts, and accebsories number nearly twice 


that. 
Early Show Idea. 

The early date is an tnnovation in this 
country. Last year the A. M. C. M. and the 
A. L. A. M. held shows the same week in 
New York—about the middle of January— 
and while each was a@ success, the “ inde- 
pendents"’ concluded that a show early in 
December would be better, so they selected 
the week of Dec. 1-8 for the affair, while the 
other organization stuck to Jan. 12-19. In 
previous years there was only one show. 

This early show idea is only in keeping with 
foreign custom The’ big French show al- 
ways is held in December and will be this 
year, but the English feel they stole a march 
on their rivals across the channel when they 
shoved their dates back to Nov. 15-24. Even 
at that the Germans beat them to it, for the 
Berlin show was held the first two weeks in 
November.

During his majesty’s cruise along the coast 
of Norway and Sweden last July, Herr Stu- 
bel, German minister at Stockhoim, boarded 
the imperial yacht, but forgot to take with 
him a large number of dispatches addressed 
to the emperor, some of which announced 
the birth of hig grandscn and others con- 
gratulated him upon the event. 

While taking dinner with the emperor the 
minister casually remarked that his majesty 
must feel pleased at seeing the town be- 
fiagged in honor of the birth of @ soa to the 
crown prince. The kaiser became furious 
because the information reached him in this 
extremely informa! manner end because of 
the minister's forgetting to bring his dis- 
patches. 

He sent for the messages, which numbered

All Due to Bureaucracy. 

The failure of the German colonies 
been due partly to incompetence and 
to corruption. Germans have always begun 
colonizing at the wrong end. They have taken 
on of a territory, have hoisted the 
German flag, have occupied it with a Ger- 
man gafrison. This having been accom- 
plished they have set about introducing on 
this virgin soll a complete system of German 
bureaucratic government by narrow minded 
and incompetent German state officiais. 
Having laid the foundations of a model 
state from the German bureaucratic point of 
view the German government then proceeded 
to invite German subjects to go and inhabit 
the new colony. The figures quotrd above 
show that few Germans have feit inclined 
to place themselves under bureaucratic rule 
in the German colonies. The system of 
bureaucratic supervision introduced in the 
German colonies has killed all private en- 
terprise and made it impossible for healthy 
commercial development to take place. 
In some of the German possessions in the 
Pacific ocean there are actually more gov- 
ernment officials than ordinary white inhabt- 
tants. In other possessions there is a gov~- 
ernment official to every two white inhabi- 
tants. There are many more government 
officials in the German colonies than in the 
Eng ‘ich coloniés, which comprise one-sixth of 
the globe and contain many millions of white 
inhabitants.

THE NEW CHARTER. 

The report which the “ steering commit- 
tee” of the charter convention has sub- 
mitted to it is largely a series of options. 
The convention is invited, to choose be- 
tween widely differing radical and con- 
servative propositions, It must make its 
choice, for inetance, between the radical 
proposition that the charter shall broadly 
confer on the municipality authority to do 
everything. not forbidden by the constitu- 
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ative proposition that the powers of the 
council shall be as now prescribed by law, 
with the addition of the new powers to be 
specified in the charter. 

A majority of the members of the con- 
yention have nasympathy with the revolnu- 
tionary theories of municipal government 
proclaimed by some of their colleagues. 
Those ideas will not be incorporated in 
the charter. If they were it would not 
get through the legislature and the work 
of the convention would go for nothing.

It remains now for the convention to 
take up the report of the “ steering com- 
mittee ” and stick closely to business until 
tit shall have finished its work.

The convention has been inexcusably 
dil@tory. It took a little less than four 
months to draft a. constitution for the 
United States of America. It should not 
be so difficult a task to draft a plan of 
government for a single city as it was to 
frame one for thirteen jealous states, but 
the charter convention. has been in exist- 
ence nearly a year. It will have to work 
speedily and well during the next few 
weeks to escape general condemnation. 


DECLINE OF ROGUERY AS AN ART. 

In reading ‘the interesting and instruc- 
tive communications to Tun  Trisunes 
relating the various methods by which 
eager pursuers of worldly gain have been 
relieved of their possessions, one can 
hardly fail to remark and reflect on the 
guilibility of mankind.

‘Valparaiso and 12,000 of floods at Hunan, 
Ohina. In September there was a long 
series of disasters. “A landslide and storm 
in the Caucasus cost 255 lives, the ty- 
phoon at Hongkong 10,000, a flood at 
Tepie, Mexico, 10, a hurricane at” New 
Orleans and Mobile 140, and a cyeloné it 
southern Spgin 60. In October a hurfi- 
cane off the coast .of Florida, which 
started from Venezuela, skirting Honduras, 
Nicaragua, Salvador, and Cuba, left .986 
dead in its path. During the present 
month nature has taken a little rest, the 
lake storm of the last few days, in which 
thirty-two sailors perished, being the prin- 
eipal disaster. 

Including the losses of life by lesser dis- 
asters of. this kind the record shows al- 
ready that more than 50,090 persons have 
perished this year by earthquake, hurri- 
cane, and other manifestations of nature's 
fury. It may be that December will swell 
the list, but even if it should not, it is not 
strange that the prophets of evil are al-. 
ready at work figuring the time when the 
world shall pass away as the result of 
some great natural cataclysm, and the re- 
ligious zealots are certain that the destruc- 
tion of the work? began in San Francisco 
and Valparaiso and will go on to the end 
of all things because, as they affirm, it is 
written “the Cities of the nations shall 
fall.” 


IBERO-AFRO-AMERICAN. at OM 

One of the acts of the Algeciras confer. 
ence has passed unnoticed until recently, 
when the marquis of Camarasa called 
attention to it. This is the project for an 
international Ibero-Afro-American _rail- 
way. ‘A project which has received the 
official indorsement ef the king of Spain 
and the unanimous approval of the repre- 
sentatives of the principal world powers 
gathered in conference deserves consider- 
ation, no matter if it seems unlikely of 
realization in the immediate future. 

The plan is to link Europe and -South 
America more. closely than at present. 
While the United States sees with regret 
the intimate commercial relations of the 
two continents and discusses means of 
changing the current of trade from Bu- 
rope toward North America, Europe is not 
satisfied with the share it already pos- 
sesses and plans for more. The scheme is 
to take advantage .of the approach of the 
westernmost part of the African continent 
to South America. It is known that only 
1,700 miles separate the two continents, a 
distance that the fastest modern steam- 
ships could. trayerse in three days.. If a 
railroad were built from Oeuta through 
Morocco and the Spanish, French, and 
Portuguese possessious on the western 
coast of Africa to some point in Guinea 
or Sierra Leone, the sea voyage from Eu- 
rope to South America could be reduced to 
the crossing of the strait of Gibraltar and 
the three days’ passage from Africa to 
Brazil. 

The difficulties of this plan are more 
obvious than its advantages, but its dis- 
missal as chimerical would be as short 
sighted as the early objections to a trans- 
continental railroad in. America. The h- 
cal trade would not amount to much at 
first, but would probably increase rapidly: 
A railroad traversing Morocco would be 
an efficient agent in tranquilizing that 
country. The real objection is the ex- 
pense of transportation. For the same 
reason that it is cheaper to ship goods 
from Hamburg to Mexico by sea than 
from Chicago by land it will always be 
cheaper to send goods from Europe to 
South America by an all water route than 
by a land and water route. Ae for pasaen- 
ger traffic, the saving in time is not of 
as much importance to most travelers as 
the loss of comfort. There are half a 
dozen lines of steamships running from 
America to Italian ports, and although the 
voyage is from five to ten days longer 
than the journey by a northern line com 
bined with the rajiroad tw Italy, people 
prefer the comfort of direct transporta- 
tion. There will be some business men 
who will welcome an Ibero-Afro-American 
line, but all who travel for pleasure will 
avoid crossing the torrid zone in a ra‘lway 
car when it is possible for them to trave! 
in. 4 high class steamshir. 

At ahy rate, it can be said that the pro- 
posed railroad is as practical as the ail 
American route,.and much more so than 
the all rail route from New York to St. 
Petersburg. The time is near when the 
dark contiment must be joined to civiliza- 
tion by more intimate ties.

THE SERIOUS SIDE OF NOVELS. 

That the idea should persist in any 
minds that novels are all frivolous is a 
curious ph enon. Yet that this preju- 
dice exists appears from the personal cx- 
periences related in the Independent by a 
Yale professor who conducted a univer- 
sity course in modern novels some years 
ago. He reports that he was the recipient 
of letters from all over the western hemi- 
sphere, and that even the London period- 
icals attacked and parodied him. It was 
probably this experience, added to char- 
acteristic eastern blindness to everything 
west of the Hudson, which led him to 
suppose that bis one cotirse “was unique, 
although, as a matter of fact, such 


.courses have been offered constantly in 


western universities, beginaing long before 
the Yale experiment. ‘The staidest .and 
most conservative of colleges’ require ex- 
tensive reading of novels as a preparation 
for. college work in English, and .such 
work is provided for in almost al. sec- 
ondary schools. No protests against this 
requirement have become public, but it is 
still probably true that the majority of 
unthinkir + people look upon novel reading 
as a recreation rather than a serious oc- 
cupation for one’s mind. 

Mr. Norman Bentwich calls the atten- 
tion of the public and of novelists them- 
selves’ to the novel as a political force. 
From America he cites “The Jungie,”’ 
without referring te that other contempo- 
rary specimen of the political novel, “ The 
Crossing.”” He compares “The Jungle” 
to “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” and in that he 
betrays a lack of sensc of proportion. He 
is more accurate in citing the novels of 
Dickens and Reade as among the greatest 
forces in English social reform in the last 
century. The list might be .continued to 
great length of novels which have played 
an important part in shuping human des- 
tiny. To the study of novels as forms of 
art must be added the consideration ‘of 
them as social] and political forces. 

The pith of Mr. Bentwich’s article in 
the Nineteenth Century ‘is in its exposi- 
tion. of the reasons why politics or _soci- 
ology in the form of fiction has a power 
which no arraying of facts or arguments 
without the fictitious personal element can 
possess, The “sweated” industries are 
given as a theme calling for a novelist. 
The facts as to the overworking and un- 
derpaying of women and children in piére 
work have left people cold. “The exhibi- 
tion in London of articles produced by 
these workers has made no great impres- 
sion upon the public. Bven the presence 
of some of the workers at the exhibition 
with placards stating how they worked 
and how they were paid lost its effect be- 
cause of their artificial surroundings. 
What is needed is a novel which shal! 
grip the mind, which shall make the read- 
er the familiar friend of a family living in 
the shadow. . A novelist with the power 
to make his reader love the woman and 
children of whom he writes can stir their 
emotions when he tells the sad story of 
their sufferings. By moving the hearts of 
a whole nation at once something may be 
accomplished. 7 

Another theme waiting for the novelist 
with a purpose is the child labor of the 
south. Sufferings in statistics rouse pity 
in a few; concrete examples, children 
brought by imaginative genius into the 
presence of the reader, excite pity, indig- 
nation, and the resolve to end cruel prac- 
tices. If Charlies Dickens were alive, or 
Harriet Beecher Stowe. they would find 
in these themes the suggestions for, novels 
which would be far from frivolous. or in- 
effectual.

Tt must be thoroughly understood that in 
Great Britain people canmot divest them- 
selves of their titles unless it can be shown 
by law that they have no right thereto.

and who by subsequent loss of money finds 
the honorstoo costly and burdensome to bear, 
cannot get’ rid of them. ‘True, he can refrain 
from using them. But in law the “ sir ’’ re- 
mains prefixed to his Christian name. It is 
the same way with peers of the realm. 
Many @ promising political career in the 
house of commons hag been cut short by an 
altogether unwelcome succession to a peer- 
age. A man can decline a peerage when the 
crown offers to create a new one in his favor. 
But once he has accepted it he remains a peer, 
no matter what happens, and becomes in- 
vested with the prerogatives and handicapped 
by the disadwantageg of that-honor.. Sudden 
poverty and the inability to maintain the dig- 
nity of a peerage constitute no valid ground 
for its abandonment.

north of the Tweed, we should probably 
never have heard anything of the Berkeley 
peerage “ cause célébre,” which has repéat- 
edly engaged the attention of the’ committee 
on privileges of the house of lorde and of 
the crown during the last hundred years.

LOUISA, a few days ago unknown al- 
most, has been proclaimed the most beautiful 
woman in Paris, and therefore—Parisians 
will admit—in the world. The. girl- whose 
| beauty has for two years created a sensation 
@mong the customers of the house of Bechoff-David 
now wears the crown of beauty which for years has 
been awarded to the famous actresses of Paris. 


Before the beauty of the Parisian shopgirl the. 


actresses have been dimmed and even the famed beau- 
ties of Europe, queens of the crafts and trades who, a 
few months ago, set Paris agog with their wonderful 
display of womanly charms, have been forced to bow 
before the girl of the millinery establishment. 

Parise is beauty—and it is fickle. Its queens of beauty 
arise and reign for a brief time, then abdicate before 
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the superior charms of the next comer, but of them all, 
it is declared, Mme. Louisa is the most ravishingly beau- 
tiful 

The queens of beauty in society and of the stage have 
had their day, and it remained for Femina, a Parisian 
woman’s paper and the undenied authority on Parisian 
beauty, to proclaim the fact that the greatést beauties 
of the French capital were the girls who work in the 
great millinery and dressmaking establishments on the 
boulevards. To prove its contention that the shopgiris 
are more beautiful than the women of society, of the 
studios or the stage, the paper inaugurated a contest 
and offered a prize of two pearls of great price for the 
winner of the contest. 

Perhaps such an array of beauty never before was 
seen. Paris, which is weary of beauty, was amazed.

Their 
headdress consists of a high, 
conical cap. Half covering 
it is a cloak of sheepskin. 

No less original is the 
dress of the Afghans. “ The 
dress of the men often 
varies,’ according to a well 
known authority on Persia, 
Tartary, and India, “ but 
that now worn in the west 
appears to be the original 
4ress of the whole nation. The trousers are made 
baggy and of dark colored cotton; a large shirt like a 
wagoner’s frock, but with undersieeves and only reach- 
ing a little below the knee;.a low cap, the sides of which 
are of black silk or satin and the top of gold brocade 
or of some light colored cleth; and a pair of half boots 
of brown leather, laced or ®uttened up to the calf. Over 
this for a greater part of the pear is thrown a large 
cloak of well tanned sheepskin. This garment is worn 
loose over the shoulders, with the aleeves hanging down 


+ and reaching to the ankles.” 


With some of these the dress is Incomplete without 
a handkerchief of blue silk and cotton mixed, which is 
draped over the shoulder. It is used both as a cloak 
and a girdle. 

A most peculiar outfit is the dress of the Uzbek 
Tartars. The coat or tunic, called “chuppau,” is of silk 
or woolen cloth, tied with a girdle, and over this is an 
overgarment of woolen doth. A picturesque part of 
the dress is a broad- cloth cap that sets close to the head 
and is lined with fur. Others wear a pointed silken cap: 
The national headdress is .a large white tartan, worn 
over the silken cap. The wealthy wear claborate boots; 
they are fashioned of sea green leather, without heels 
of soles, so that the wearer is forced to put on shoes 
when he goes out of doors. They all wear turbans, but 
a plume of white .heron’s feather is the distinctive 
badge of a chief among the Uzbek Tartars.

Helen Gould Fought fer Her Father's Good Name 


Helen Gould.is a. capitalist as well as a philan- 
thropist. Her system is a business one wp to the point 
where the money maker would begin to look for a profit 
in dollars. She also looks for that profit and overlooks 
no care or precaution to render’it ,certain, altnough in- 
stead ef dollars it sometimes takes other forms, which 
she believes have a dollar equivalent. 

“I have three great objecte in life,” she told a 
friend. “I had to fit myself for the care of my fortune. 
to rid my father’s name of the stigma which black- 
mailers tried to put on it, and to make my brother Frank 
a good business man.” 

It was oharacteristic of Helen Gould that she in- 
sisted on fighting her father’s case through the courts, 
although HM was a disagreeable mess, and the family 
wanted to compromise as a way out of it. 

“We had better give her something and hush her 
up,” said George Gould, the head of the clan, speaking 
of the woman who claimed to be his father’s wife. 

“T cannet consent to that,’" said his sister. “I 
shall spend the rest of my life if I have to, but it is due 
to my father that I clear this thing up.” She took it 
up and spent long days at Roxbury talking with men 
and women who had known him as a young man. Then 
she sat for a week at the elbows of her attorney ad- 
vising, planning, and suggesting until the case was won. 

One of Miss Gould's little efforts was her plan for 
getting rid of the camera fiends: She was pursued by 
a mob of them every time she started out for her ride 
in Central park—her greatest dissipation. To stop it 
she bought the brown stone house at 212 West Fifty- 
ninth street and the adjoining property for the purpose 
of digging a tunnel from her home to Central park, 
through witch she might pass unobserved.

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Chicago as a Farming Center; 


Has 64,000 Acres Vacant. 


HICAGO, with about 250 square miles 
of territory within its incorporeted 
limits, might We one of the greatest 
garden cities of the world if only the 

possibilities of ite vacant farming 
on were Geveloped. From Devon avenue 
the west, south to the Indiana state line, 
there is not another city in the country which 
offers a wider diversity of soils, while the 
posaible 100 square miles of tillable area can-~ 
stitutés 4 farm such as few people realize ip 
ite aggregate. ’ 

In round figures the Chicago farm consists 
of 64,000: acres. This, in western ranch fig- 
ures, 4s not large, but according to the home- 
stead divisione of farming lands 160 acresis 
a farm and there are 400 such farms unoccy- 
pied in the vacant lots and areas of the city.

Supplying Eggs for City. 

Bight thousand acres, farmed for egsa& 
would supply the city. 

Twenty thousand acres would supply its 
6,000,000 bushels of potatoes. 

Five thousand acres would produce more 
onions than the city could eat im a year. 

The backyards of Chicago home owners 
would grow the tomatoes and cucumbere 
for two cities of ite size. 

Vacant afeas would supply the pure, fresh 
milk of every “ botthe”’ baby. 

Within the last ten years, too, improved 
methods of cultivation have enlarged the 
possibilities of the 160 acre farm,until where 
once the “hog and hominy” farmer found 
the homestead tract too small, he is finding 
it larger than he and his family can care for 
as improved methods are pointing the way. 
With scientific farming pointing the way, 
it has been easy for the land-poor farmer 
to accept the proposition that one acre, 
producing the crop of four ordinary acres, 
is economy of land investment and land 
tillage. And every experiment which hae 
shown such values to an acre of ground has 
been challenging the wastefulness of Chicago 
in leaving its vacant areas untied. Within 
its vacant areas today Chicago might be 
raising enough of certain standard food pro- 
ducts to make the importation of a single 
pound or busbel unnecessary from the out- 


side. ;

Opportunities for Gardening. 


To bring home this economie waste of the 
community it is necessary to appeal to the 
individual family, however, applying the fig- 
ures of production which have been given 
out by experiment stations of the govern- 
ment and of the agricultural colleges. 

In Chicago, téday, there are thousands of 
men and women who have dreams of what 
they may one day accomplish on some small 
farm, close to a great metropolitan mar- 
ket. Yet thousands of these dreamers have 
unrivaled opportunities for putting into prac- 
tice without cost those theories which they 
are nursing for the future and which in the 
future may cost money in double proportion 
because of ignorance of detalis in experi- 
menting. 

There are 4,840 square yards in an acre. 

‘in one city lot averaging 50x150 feet, lying 
weed grown and dirt littered next to a family 
residence, more than one-sixth of an acre 
not only is idle and unproductive but in its 
untidiness ts a standing tax upon the thrift 
of the property owner next to it. This prop- 
erty owner not unlikely is one of the dream- 
ers of what one day he may do as a retired 
small farmer owning his suburban small 
farm. But he never has made a move to de- 
termine whether cr not the owner of the 
vacant strip would be willing for him to hava 
the use of the props: ¥ for his first lessons 
in farming. Yet this idle one-sixth of an 
acre is rich in potenti<lities.

This would mean 2,625 eggs a year, 
or an egg each for breakfast for a family of 
is a time when fresh eggs ita neigh- 
borhood will not command a handsome 
premium over market: prices. 

Ineide the Chicago limits are hundreds of 
barns and stables that are unoccupied and 
in close proximity to areas which would fur- 
nish cow pasttirage. A high grade cow under 
modern conditions will produce four gallons 
of milk a day the year around. Milk as 
served in the city is from thirty-six to forty- 
eight hours old, and if from high grade Jer- 
seys may be eounted upon as having been 
stripped of all excess cream above the 3 per 
cent iifmit. Thus the average of 25 cents 
a gallon for dairy milk in Chicago is ex- 
ceeded by the home product until an average 
ef four gallons from the average cow would 
be $1.25 gross for the day. A Pennsylvania 
farmer has kept twenty-six cows on seven- 
teen acres of land under the soiling system, 
and, while this might not be practical in a 
small way with the Chicago householder it 
is suggestive of what might be accomplished 
on grazing areas within the city limits. 

. * 
Ducks in the Marshes. 

As another suggestion in anima! industry, 
there are wide areas to the south in Chicago 
where the land 4s especially adapted to the 
raising of ducks. The duck is a contented 
puddler, and where the sunkem e@reas are 
available it can be counted upon not to stray 
from its home, Its egg product is considera- 
ble, while its flesh is a table delicacy which 
always commands a steady market, In the 
marshy sections of the city is land enough 
to make for every family in Chicago one such 
bird for every holiday meal in the calendar, 

Between the unoccupied barns. and the 
basements of houses, too, there is a profitable 
field in catering to the hospital and medical 
laboratories of the city. Ten years ago a 
guinea pig, for experimental purposes, 
brought about 35 cents. As medical practice 
has advanced the guinea pig crop has not 
kept pace. Today the guinea pig brings from 
75 cents to $i each. They are a hardy, pro- 
ductive little creature and a source of profit 
in which. the children of a household would 
find unwavering interest. In all of these 
creatures, in fact, the growing “ nature 
study "' work of the public schools involves 
the children’s interest and help such as the 
old fashioned parent could not have hoped 
to command This same interest applies 
equally to vegetable gardening, which is the 
more widely adapted method for Chicago's 
proving its economic tendencies.

Income from Back Yard. 

In simple gardening there scarcely is a 
portion c! a back yard which cannot be 
mage & Source of material income to a fam- 
ily, In this respect and with reference to 


itp general soll fertility, Chicago is one of 
the most favored of all the great cities in 
the country. One of the chief troubles with 
the smajl gardener, however, is that he does 


hot Gsplay the best judgment in his vege- 


table Dlabtings. When he has planted, too, 


the crops which he hae chosen. 

In considering the smal) garden, the soll 
and the amount of work which it may claim 
of the gardener are of first-consideration. 
Yet a study of the small gardens of a neigh- 
borhood will show the least economic choice 
of the vegetables planted. Most frequently 
one sees the widest possible range of plants 
requiring naturally the same wide diversity 
of soil and of such a seléction as to call for 
an unremitting attention in cultivation. 
Where the commonest horge sense might 
suggest two or three crops in the plot, there 
may be a dozen beds so smal] as to promise 
scarcely more than @ taste of the vegetabies 
occupying spaces. 

Where the area of two or three city lots. 
presents itself, thie necessity for selection 
of species is vital. Under judicious methods 
of fertilizing and cultivation an acre of po- 
tatoese may yield 800 bushels, while an acre 
of onions under the same conditions may 
yield 500 bushels: One city lot of fifty foot 
front and average depth would cut a wide 
margin from the grocer’s bilis for a house- 
hold of eight persons if it were planted with 
early and late varieties of potatoes, and 
after the first planting the matter of culti- 
vation would be minimized. 

+ + 
Corn and Cucumbers. 

Corn for‘roasting ears, planted with re- 
gard to the time of maturity, is an easy 
crop for cultivation and promises to a fam- 
ily one of the summer and early fall staples. 
Eight hundred hills of torn may be planted 
on a fifty foot lot, and each hill under fair 
conditions should product five or six ears 
of corn. At the same time cucumbers may 
be grown im the shadow of the corn—a dish 
which everywhere is staple in hot weather 
A good sized cucumber in the market retails 
from 3 to 5 cents, and a good variety, prop- 
erly cultivated, may, produce fifty to seventy- 
five specimens. 

The tomato is standard in most households 
and elther in green or ripened stage always 
is available aga dish. Most gardeners make 
@ mistake in this vegetable, planting far 
too many vines and leaving them half worked 
to lop down where the fruit rots in shadow 
of the tangled stems. A trellis is essential 
in securing the best results with this vege- 
table and six plants trained as they should 
be stiould make more than enough for the 
average household. Of the pear variety 2,000 
tomatoes may be grown from one main stem, 
while hundreds of the thick, meaty, red va- 
rieties have been plucked from the one 
trellised vine. These vines may be grown 
five or six feet into the air, where the sun- 
light and wind insures the ripening under

A Presidential Possibility. 

Now, there is every reason to suppose that 
if tt had not been for this lucky accident Cor- 
telyou would have remained in the postoffice 
department and that—promotions from the 
ranks being rare—he would today be laboring 
there as a humble clerk at a salary of $30 or 
possibly $35 a week. But here was his oppor- 
tunity and he made the most of it. Toiling 
early and late, he made himeelf so useful to 
J. Addison Porter, the president's secretary, 
that soon he was advanced to the place of 
assistant secretary, and, when Mr. Porter 
died of overwork, he succeeded quite natural- 
ly to the position. Mr. Roosevelt, coming to 
the White house, retained him, and, later on, 
gave him a portfolio in the cabinet. Up to 
date he has held three cabinet jobs (as secre- 
tary of the treasury he is next in rank to the 
premier) and by many astute politicians he 
ip esteemed a formidable candidate for the 
presidency. , 

When Lyman J. Gage was only a banker 
ané hed not yet had any cabinet aspirations 
be was acquainted with a young reporter 
who used to come to see him to get financial 
hews. In the course of time it so fell out 
thet Mr. Gage was invited to be secretary 
of the treasury and the reporter, whose name 
was Frank Vanderlip, asked him for the job 
of private secretary.

Frank Vanéerlip’s Rapid Rise. 

It was a modest position, paying only #40 
a week, and the financier told him that he 
would do better to stay in Chicago. If Van- 
@erlip had accepted the advice he would 
doubtiess be a reporter still, but, as It hap- 
pened, he chose the other alternative, tell- 
ing Mr. Gage that he felt there were oppor- 
‘tunities in Washington of which in some way 


treasury fell vacant, Mr, Gage gave him the 
position. Hig pay was more than doubied 
by the promotion, but this was a matter of 
small importance, relatively, The first as- 
sistant secretary is brought into olose rela- 
tions with the great financiers of the country, 
incidentally to business that has to be trans 
acted, and he ig so situated as to be able to 
bestow or withhold favors which may be 
worth millions of, dollars to them—without 
varying from the line of strictest rightdoing, 
be it understood. Tihus he came to be on 
friendly terms with the most powerful of the 
moneyed men, and not long afterwards he 
was translated from Washington to New 
York, where, as vice president of the Rocke- 
feller bank, he draws a salary of $75,000 a 
year.

From Clerk to Banker. 

Now, when Vanderlip ceased to be private 
secretary to Mr. Gage, he was succeeded in 
that position by a bright young clerk in the 
department, named Milton Ailes.

If their sense of humor is developed to a trouble- 
some degree they might be moved to laughter at the 
array of whiskers, wigs, burnt cork, rubber booots, fur 
coats, wide hats, old shoes, “comedy pants,” fake wal- 
lets, stage money, cheap jewelry, and other things that 
go to make up the outfit, for the idea of a Chicago de- 
tective using such paraphernalia in his day’s work is 
Startling, and a “makeup” usually is amusing. 

But when it is known that it is mainly through the 
use of these same makeups and the pursuit of the 
sleuth methods that go with them that Wooldridge has 
been able to pile up this amazing record of 19,500 ar- 
rests it becomes apparent that, while extromely 
theatrical, such means must be efficient in the same 
degree.

\ Effective Methods of Work. 


While the traditional detective of fiction with his 
lightninglike disguises and his sensational methods is 
as far from the real city detective as the hero of a 
musical comedy is from a real man, yet in Wooldridge 
he has his counterpart in real life. The makeup, the 
convenient closet into which the detective hides and 
hears the perpetrator of a crime boast of his guilt to 
his confederates, the barrel] for a hiding. place, and all 
the rest of it are of common usage to this Chicago 
police officer. As material for a fiction writer he would 
be a gold mine—only he writés his own stories and col- 
zects his own royalties. 

For instance, where could be conceived the fancied 
tale superior to the true one of ‘how Wooldridge gath- 
ered evidence to convict the keeper of a disorderly 
house on Thirty-first street? For originality and unique 
features this exploit has few equals in the’ annals of de- 
tective wiles and devices.

Securing Evidence in One Case. 


Complaints had been made at the Stanton avenue 
Station for several weeks concerning the establishment, 
but try as they would uniformed officers were helpless 
s0 far as securing -evidence enough to convict was 
concerned. Wooldridge,: at that time a uniform man, 
was put in plain clothes and detailed on the cas@® One 
of the great stumbling blocks in the way of the police 
had been the high basement under the house, which 
made it impossible for any one to look in the windows 
of the flat without the aid of a ladder. As the presence 
of a ladder would arouse suspicion the problem of view- 
ing the inside of the flat was a difficult one. 

One thing the other men on the case had overlooked 
This was the presence of a beam jutting out from the 
top of the building to which eae rope, pulley, and barre! 
were attached, used as a means of lowering garbage 
and ashes from the second: floor to the alley. Woold- 
ridge saw the possibilities of the rope and barrel trick 
Attaching to the rope a vinegar barrel with holes bored 
in it et convenient Intervals, he awaited an opportune 
time, curled up in the barrel, and had ‘himself ‘¢rawn up 
to the level of the windows by two officers. The low- 
ering and raisifig of the barrel being a customary thing 
in the building it excited no suspicion In the minds of 
those in the flat; and Wooldridge, with his sleuth’s eye 
at one of the holes, saw what served to drive the place 
out of existence and secure the conviction of its keeper 

While the transition from aecronaut to high diver is 
a strange one, it was not impossible to Detective Woold- 
ridge. To offset his aérial stunt he took a high dive 
from the top of a building, landing on his head in a 
pile of refuse with such force as to go “in over his

head,” and stick there so tightly that it required the 
combined strength of two officers to pull him out by the 
legs. 

It was near Twelfth and State streets while pur- 
suing two women across a roof that this remarkable 
stunt took place. The women jumped from the roof 
into a pile of refuse. They landed on their feet. Woold- 
ridge came after them. He landed on his head. As he 
landed he grasped a woman with either hand, and held 
them until the arrival of his brother officers effected 
his release and their capture. 

But these are only humorous incidents, things to 
laugh over when the day’s work is done. In the par- 
lance of the detectives ‘they belong to “straight police 
work.” As a direct antithesis to them there is the story 
of the murder and the black cat which is in real life a 
weirder and more startling affair than Poe's fantastic 
tale of the same subject. A black cat helped solve a 
murder in a way which puts a distinct strain on the 
credulity of the uninitiated.

Story That Rivals That of the Blach Cat. 


A rich man had been murdered in a certain part of 
the city. He was in his library at the time of the 
crime, his family -was in an adjoining room, yet none 
of them heard any noise, or knew what had been done 
until they found him lMfeless on the floor. Investiga- 
tion proved that he had been shot, but not with an or- 
dinary weapon. The missile in his heart was a com- 
bination of bullet and dart, evidently propelled from a 
powerful air rifie or spring gun. But no clew was left 
by the-perpetrator of the crime, and Wooldridge carried 
the strange missile in his pocket for several months 
before a single prospect of apprehending the murderer 
appeared. Then it was the black cat that did it. By 
what strange coincidence or freak of fate it was that 
impelled the cat to literally lead the detective to a lit- 
tle pile of dirt in an alley that nignt Wooldridge never 
has attempted to explain. But lead him it did, and when 
he dug into the disturbed ground he found something 
entirely new in the gun line, the weapon that had dis- 
Charged the fatal bullet he had in his pocket. Event- 
wally he traced the gun to its inventor, and from there 
to the man who had purchased it, a young fellow named 
Johnson, and a supposed friend of the murdered man’s 
family. The sequence was that this man proved to be 
the murderer. When arrested he at first denied his 
guilt, broke down under the sweatbox ordeal and con- 
fessed, and—killed himself in his cell next morning. 
Por mystery and good fortune in bringing an apparent- 
ly untraceable criminal to justice this incident perhaps 
has never been equaled in Chicago’s police records.

life. After knocking both men down with his billy he 


succeeded in holding them until a fellow officer came — 


to his rescue. 


But Wooldridge’s fiercest fight came when he arrest- 


ed George Kinnucan in his saloon at 435 Clark street. A 
dozen roughs, henchmen of Kinnucan, who were in the 
saloon at the time, came to the saloopkeeper’s rescue. 
The officer was knocked down, his billy taken from him, 
and himself beaten unconscious with it, and his face 
and head kicked into one mass of bruises. 
all he managed to hang on to his revolver. This alone 
saved him. He finally managed to shoot Kinnucan 
through the hand and forearm, and a moment later a 
uniformed man burst in and evened up the battle. Six 
of the toughs were arrested, and Wooldridge was left 
alone by them for a long, long time.

Fine Work in a Thieves’ Resort. 

Disguising himself as a cheap thief, entering @ 
Clark street criminals’ resort, and fraternizing with 
thieves, murderers, and vagabonds of all kinds in order 
to obtain information led Wooldridge into the most 
amazing school of crime ever witnessed by a Chicago 
police officer. He was accepted in good faith as @ 
proper sneak thief by the brotherhood, and for his bene- 
fit the “ manager’ of the den put his “ pupils” through 
their “lessons.”. The lessons were in shoplifting, pock- 
et picking, purse snatching, and other forms of larceny 
requiring skill and deftness. When he had seen enough 
Wooldridge generously volunteered to “rush the growl- 
er,” mad went out-—and called the patro] wagon. Twen- 
ty-three crooks were arrested this time, each one of 
whom swore he would have killed the detective had

‘Constables Were Bold as Beigunils:; 

The boldness of the tough constable, the cutunt to 
which he went to get business, the methods employed 
by him in prosecuting this “business,” the outrages 
committed by him, andthe property WUlegally~ ac- 
quired by him, make a story of outrages which’ it is 
almost impossible to believe has existed in a civilized 
city. Not content with the fees that came to him 
throgeh the regular channels of a court, he éstab- 
lished an office, which often was nothing more or less 


than a collection agency, and boldly advertised for 


business. These advertisements were unique, con- 
sidering that they emanated from men under oath 
and bound as officers of ‘the law. Their wording was 
diplomatic. .

In reality the advertisement should read: “If you 
have tried a decent constable and he has failed, come 
to us.

Acted as Collection Agenis. 


This substantially ts what the advertisement 
means, and it is exactly what the tough constable 
did when bent on making a levy or arrést.. No mat- 


ter how dirty or brutal the/job, the constable not. only 


was willing to take it but actually solicited it. His 
Office frequently bore the name of a collection agency. 
His operations were as openly shameless, While 
there were some honest constables among those 
operating in Chicago, it must be apparent that a 
large percentage of them were not, for 250 constables 
prospered in a territory whith was declared suffi- 
cient to support legitimately only 100.. The inference 
that 150 were dishonest is inevitable. 

Of all the bad constables who ever held office in 
Chicago, the worst of them all was Louis Greenberg. 
Plenty of others there were who were bad, but Green- 
berg stood head and shoulders above them all in 
brutality, recklessness, and law breaking. His ex- 


‘ploits won him national notoriety, and did more to 


bring the constable and justice court system of ad- 
minister'ng justice into disrepute than anything else. 


% *% 
Exploits of Louis Greenberg. 


From the time when, about six years ago, Green- 
berg first began to come into the anenviable spot- 
light in the guise of a tough constable up to a year 
ago, when he finally was defeated for office, there 


scarcely has been a time when there were not waiting 


indictments by the grand jury or when he was not the 
defendant in one or more cases brought by persons 
whom he had misused or assaulted. 

The time of his greatest ‘activity was perhaps from 
the beginning of 1901 to the end of 1903. In the first’ 
year of this time he made over 1,000 levies, mostly on 
the property of poor people, consisting of furniture, 
household utensils, and articles actually needed in 
the daily life of a family. This is something like 
three devies for every week day.: When a constable 
works at this speéd it is certain’ that he has little 
consider. ion for the feelings. bodies, or rights of 
others. If Greenberg ever had any of these things 
in his system it is certain that none of them ever got 
out and made itself evident. He had a colossal amount 
of nerve, the disposition of a' thug, and partners and 
assistants that were hie equals in this respect.. He 
“got results,” as he advertised, and for a time he was 
the terrér of everybody who owed a debt or against 
whom any other justice court suit might be brought. 

The following is a Hst of part of Greenberg's 
court record, due entirely to illegal or brutal acts:

Stripped a Home of Its Furniture. 

Nov. 13, 1901—-Mra. E. N. Beigler, 483 La Salle ave- 
nue, threatened and cursed by Greenberg, who 
stripped the home of its furnishings. Two indict- 
ments for malfeasance in office voted against him. 

Dec. 19, 1961—Mrs: Abraham Balahan, 50 Edgemont 
avenue, attacked while attempting to schedule prop- 
erty seized by Greenberg. The injuries she sustained 
resulted in the premature birth of a child, which died 
an hour later. Suit for $10,000 against constable. 

May 28, 1902—R. J. Horne, 346 Thirty-ninth street. 
was attacked and brutally beaten by Greenberg and 
bis helpers because he tried to prevent the constables 
from .carrying away all his furniture.

April 14, 1903—Mrs. Patrick Hughes and 
her husband attacked ‘in the barn in the rear 
of fheir home, 360 Bowen avenue, by Gréen- 
berg and his assistants. Mrs. Hughes scratched 
the face of one of her assailants, who for 
their fives when set upon by citizens. 
berg was held to the grand jury in bonds of 
$500, and was later indicted on three counts. 

.When it is remembered that this is-an in- 
complete list of .court actions against him, and 

that but a small percentage of those oppressed by him 

dared to complain publicly, or sought to obtain justice 
or to punish him, it .becomes evident that the misery 
and suffering wrought through this one man was ap- 
palling. 

In serving a warrant Greenberg’s method, in which 
he was aided and abetted by certain justices of the 
peace in the outlying districts, approximated black- 
mail. 

If a* defendant lived in one section of the city he 
was certain to be haled before some justice of the peace 
perhaps six or seven miles away. The law under which 
the constable worked provided that a defendant mist 
be present to answer suit at the time his case was 
called, no matter where in the county he was to be 
tried. Hundreds of suits were won by this way in 
default on the first count. | | 

Perhaps there was a mistake in the time set for the 
ease, and the defendant appeared at the time notified, 
only to be told that judgment: had been entered against 
him by default:for nonappearance. If he protested he 
was repudiated by the justice and often threatened 
by the constable.. He was allowed to understand - that 
the best thing for him to do would be to allow the 
judgment to stand without any further “trouble” and 
that it would mean additidénal expense to him with no 
hope of success if he persisted in his efforts to get a 
square deal. . 

The manner in which certain ‘justices whom Green- 
berg favored with his large and profitable business sec- 
onded him in these bulldozing tactics made the justice 
courts a shame to the name of the law. The justices 
wanted the business, and they knew that they could 
secure it only by catering to Greenberg. 


. % * 
Many Justices Were Dishonest. 

This is not to be taken to méan that all justices 
were of a dishonest stripe, for many men of unques- 
tioned integrity and high repute sat on justice benches, 
but those who were “crooked” were bad enough to 
throw the entire system into bad: odor, just as the bad 
constablés spoiled the reputation of them all. One jus- 
tice’s nalve explanation that he took the Greenberg 
cases because tie knew that if he didn't some other jus- 
tice would, and that he felt he needed the money as 
much as the next fellowf shows how lightly some of 
these magistrates regarded their sacred oath of office. 

So even with a good case a defendant had a hard 
time of it. It would seem that if he was in the right 
he would have @ chance to secure a favorable judgment, 
but such was not the case. Where he appeared in court 
on time and evidenced a disposition to fight, the. con- 
stable took a change of venue. This trick was the most 
efficacious of the many in Greenberg's extensive ,réper- 
toire.

Frequent Change of V enue.

Again, the amounts sued for usually 
were small ones, and if adight was made the defendant 
soon found that his expenses would exceed the original 
amount of the litigation, and so as a matter of busi- 
ness allowed himself to be sued and beaten without 
attempting resistance. Few sought any redress. Green- 
berg quickly showed those who did that it didn’t pay.

Miss Agnes Stevens was another young woman 
whom, Greenberg’ frightened into yielding up property

womar’s stepfather, O. W. Freese, had failed in buai- 
ness and with his wife went through bankruptcy. Miss 
Stevens had inherited some money, and with this she 
bought furniture shortly before Greenberg appeared 
with his writ and deputies. He carried off not only her 
furniture, she testified, but also vases and sofa pillows 
that had been given her as presents. Mies Stevens 
told the jury that she and her mother and stepfather 
had all told the constable that he was taking her prop- 
erty. “You are all lars,” was the constable’s reply, 
she sa'@ A' jury ruled differently, however, and Green- 
berg was taught one of his most expensive lessons. 
The “notorious one” performed another one of his 
justly celebrated choking stunts in levying on the 
property of Miss Nellie Hawkes in ‘her office in the 
Monadnock building. He attempted to seize a type- 
writer which the young woman protested did not be- 
long to her. To silence her protest, Greenberg took 
her by the throat, choked her, and knocked her head 
repeatedly against the wall, while one of his com- 
panions seized the machine. The women-was alone. 
A janitor who came to the womaa’s rescue was at- 
tacked by two other assistants. One hit him in the 
face, while the other kicked him. Then one grabbed 
him around the neck and began to pound him in the 
face, while the other gave all the assistance in his 
power. In the meantime Greenberg held the woman 
by the throat. Her hair had become disarranged, 


and she was choking.

Woman Choked Most Brutally. 

When the janitor realized that he was powerless, 
he in turn called for help. Scores of tenants answered 
the cry, and the writ servers fied. 

This escapade cost Greenberg a $10 fine, the second 
ever assessed against him. } 

Justice Sabath was one of the few justices who 
told Greenberg what he thought of him. He did it in 
a manner to leave no mistake as to his opinion, and 
which would have sufficed to put to shame anybody 
less thick skinned than this part.cular officer. The 
case was that of another woman, Mrs.' Napper of 621 
Blue Island avenue. Greenberg had violated the law 
in seizing property belonging to her on a judgment 
against her husband, and by beginning execution im- 
mediately upon the receipt of a judgment, instead of 
giving the ten days’ notice required by the law. 

He was arrested and brought before Justice’ 
Sab«th. He made little pretense at a defense, and 
was ordered to pay $101 damages to the woman, and 
return the seized property. Then the justice delivered 
his opinion of Greenberg. 

“You have violated the duties of your office,” said 
he. “Such tactics amount to oppression, and differ 
little from larceny. You have been tolerated .too 
iong. I am sorry that I cannot punish you in the 

way you deserve, but it is my hope that you soon 
will be removed from the office which you continually 
disgrace.” 

And Greenberg merely shrugged his shoulders and 
went out to find another defenseless woman against 
whom suit could be brought. 

It is said that im the six years of his practice in 
the city Greenberg amassed a fortune of $50,000. 
This does not take into consideration the money epent 
by him in defending damage suite, a goodly sum in 
itself. He practically had nothing when he started, and 
all of his wealth was wrung from poor people, usually 
from those whom sickness, misfortune, and other cruel 
cireumstances had forced into debt. To relieve sich 


persons from the persecutions of men like Greenberg, ' 
the new court will do, is a work of charity in the

Changes Planned in Halsted Street, the World’s Most Cosmopol 


F the proposal to widen WUHalste@ street 
and make of it “the city’s central thor- 
oughfare” is carried through, one of the 
most wonderful examples of Chicago's 
varied and cosmopolitan nature will be so 
altered as practically to have lost its 
identity. Halsted street as it is is famed 
uniquely wherever the name of Chicago 

is Known. Halsted street widened and improved possi- 
bly will possess greater renown than it does at present 
but the fame will be of another kind. It will be the 
fame that is accorded State street, or Madieon, and oth- 
er representative thoroughfares of the city. Most of the 
distinctive features that have won it the kind of fame 
that it now enjoys will be removed for all time to come 
if the street is widened thirty-four feet as is proposed. 
Halsted street will not truly and really be “ Halsted” 
when it is changed. The name will mean something 
elise; the things that it suggests at present will be 
memories more or lIess.

Markets Are Crowded Before “Dinner. 


Qne reason for. the common ‘habit of ordering ‘s 
given by a housekeeper’ in the fact that in the majority 
of markets the fresh goods are not -brought up until 
nearly noon, and this leaves the housekeeper no time 
to market but in’ the middle of her day. To this is at- 
tributed the crowding of markets just before dinmer, 
when it takes an almost impossible time to get waited 
on. ; | 
It is om the buying of ready made fvods that the 
greatest loss is believedl to be found, both in money and 
nutrition. Says Mrs. Smith in this connection: ‘“‘ Ready 
made cakes, pies, and almost all ready made foods are 
only an imitation. They look beautiful and appetizing 
on the outside, but did you ever eat anything in your 
life bought in this way that was not a disappointment? 
In too many cases they are made of materials that we 
would not employ in our homes.” 

The number of things constantly being added to the 
delicatessen counter is a chapter in fresh surprises. A 


that makes the high and the lowly one—as does this 
giant of thoroughfares. It is all there—everything. 
The whole gamut of city existence, from the healthy 
and prosperous to the diseased and poverty stricken, 
finds its expression here in some form or other.

Just Misses Being Longest Thoroughfare. 

if Western. avenue were not twenty-two miles long 
Halsted street would be the longest street in the city. 
As it is, it falls two-thirds of a mile short of enjoying 
that distinction. But that is because Chicago at that 
point where Halsted traverses it is only twenty-one and 
one-third miles wide. If it were wider Halsted would 
be longer, for it crosses the city through and through 
from the lake on the north to the city Hmits at the 
Little Calumet on the southy and more of Chicago can 
be seen on a ride over it than in any half dozen streets 
that may be mentioned. 

At its northern end, for a mile and a half. it is 
called Clarendon avenue. Why this is done is easy 
enough to understand, once one has viewed the street 
in its entirety and knows what visions are conjured up 
when “Halsted” is spoken. Those who dwell on Clar- 
endon avenue are not of the “ great democracy.” ‘They 
are what the people who live ten miles down the street 
call “de swells,’ They say frankly that they do not 
wish to be associated with the rest of the streét’s pop- 
ulation even in so remote a manner as ‘to have their 
mail addressed to a street of the samé name Hence 
Halsted, north of Grace street, is not Halsted. It is 
Clarenfion avenue, and it rejoices in residences, apart- 
ment buildings, walks, and general appearance as rich 
and decorative as any similar section of the city.

Fried Oyster of Commerce. ’ 

On @eome-of these’ things the School of Domestic 
Science has made compafative estimates for this article. 
Oysters are 25 cents a dozen, when fried at the deli- 
catessen. Select oystefs at 60 cents a quart and. pref- 


erably bought in bulk are used for the Jessons on fried. 


oysters given at the school. Three oysters are allowed 
to each pupil, and with a class of thirteen only one 
quart has to be bought, with occasionally a few over, 
showing from forty-eight to fifty-two in the quart. 
The amount of eggs necessary for these, if one does 
it all in one batch, is two or three at the most, and 
two pounds of lard in a small kettle will do to fry the 
same quantity several times. Computing the eggs at 
§ cénts and the lard actually consumed at 6 cents. 
the pound of fresh crackerettes for rolling at 5 cents, 
the housekeeper will find that she has four and one-third 
Gozen oysters at 75 cents. This calculation, however, 
is made upon the most expensive basis. 

The housekeeper will find that she can get excellent 
select oysters for 50 cents a dozen, and these only 4 
trifle smaller will run sixty or more to a quart. Again, 
it is pointed out that the oysters sold at this price at 
the delicatessen often are those sold at 35 cents. 

The shrimp salad gives a fair example of the dif- 
ference in price. This is sold in a bow) holding a little 
less than a pint at 36 cents. It-is well packed with the 
shrimps or “sprawns” mixed with ‘lettuce and mayuon- 
naise, with a few strippings of hard boiled egg., The 
same shrimps—sprawns really—are sold on a nearby 
counter at 25 cents a quart.

* Baking. Beans at Home. 

“As to the baked beans,” said Miss’ Lyford, the 
teacher of the classes in cooking, “even 11 cents for a 
small bow! of baked beans seems a large price to pay 
when one considers how far a quart. of beans at 6 
cents. will go and how little pork is neéded to miake 
them good. 

“As to cake, which it often is argued is bought 
much cheaper than you can make it, one needs only to 
analyze this by the sense of taste, and it would seem 
by the quantity in which it is bought that there are 
women who haven't any palates.” The cake that is too 
dry and the more common kind which seems to de all 
sugar and the many other kinds known to be made cf 
egg powders and substitutes for butter were instanced. 
As a basis of calculation cake satisfactery to the most 
critical and served at one or two places at 15 cents a 
slice was investigated as to price. Three dollars an 
forty-five. cents for the cake, or 15 cents a slice was 
asked when an amount was taken as well as the order. 
This, of course, was’ cake such as only would be made 
at home on extra occasions, but it was pointed out to 
what prices really good ready made baking will zo 
when both materials and a fair profit have to be figured 


But as those who dwell on the street here, alung 
with the city directory, aver that this is not Halsted 
street at all, one properly must begin the tour at Grace 
street. You get the Evanston cars at Grace. They run 
south on. Haisted to Clark, a trip of a mile or so— 
nothing worth mentioning in the long ride that it takes 
to do Halsted from end to end. Halsted street here 
is not so much different from Clarendon avenue as it is 
farther south. One.of the most beautiful—and sup- 
posedly one of the most expensive—apartment buildings 
in the city soon will be ready for occupancy at the 
nerthern end of the street. It is a novelty in apart- 
ment buildings, almost a*“ sight” in itself. A few old 
time residences linger along the street here, and far- 
ther down is the firmest reminder of them all thai 
once upon a time this section of the city was called 
a suburb, in the shape of the old Lake View town hah. 
For along time the old hall was used as a police sta- 
tion, but now the police are housed in a new and mod- 
ern building on the corner. 

At Clark street the Halsted street cars begin, the 
cars that run to O'Neil street, and the journey is on 
in earnest. The theological seminary on the corner 
gives way to scores of little stores and flats and grad- 
ually, but not so gradually that ene cannot observe 
the change, the number of saloons to the block begins 
to increase. The Teutonic type is the type of Halsted 
street here for two or three miles, and with it go the 
things that are its—the “weinstube,” the delicatessen 
store, and much comfort of a material kind. The idea 
of civic beauty was dropped somewhere back near Bel- 


mont avenue, and on a wet day the street is not nite. .

Tomatoes Canned for 3 Cents a Quart. 

Saratoga chips are mentioned by Miss Lyford as 
something upon which a great deal of monéy is made. 
By a housekéeper who had tried it this year tt was 
computed that tomatoes canned in the fall when they 
are plentiful average a little less than 3 cents a quart 
can, and have the advantage of being in glass. 

On the other hand, Miss Lyford advocates buying 
the bread in many instances as an economical measure. 
With Mmexpert baking or uncertain handling of the fire, 
as is the case in many households, it is better to buy 
bread. which is uniformly good, and, because of scien- 
tific hamdligg, always the same. While all bakers’ 
bread is not good from the hygienic viewpoint, there 
are many makes to be found whch are unexcelled. To 
buy these regularly is better than to make the bread 
in the house and cheaper when part of the time the 
Dread is thrown out or left to be disposed of as dry 
bread. 

“What seems the’ most foolish waste of money,” 
“ts the buying of fruit and vege- 
tables out of season. There is something all the time 
that is in season, only that many people don’t know 
how. to cook it to make iti good. There actually was a 
girl at the school the other day who had never seen a 
carrot. The French use them so much not only as veg- 
etables but in salads, and they are most attractive. 
It is foolish to pay high prices for cucumbers and to-

The street is dirty, the sky is 
dirty, the air is filled with smoke and filth from boats, 
locomotives, and furnaces. It is the worst part of 
Halsted street to the eye, and yet, with the exception 
of the stock yards district, it is perhaps the most im- 
portant industrial district that is touched by this street. 
Poundries, furnaces, gas works, shipping, coal docks. 
railroad yards, and factories of all kind make this their 
home, The percentage of residences is smali, and for 
good reasons, and it is good to be over the river and 
through with this section. 

For four blocks on either side of Grand avenue the 
street cuts through the heart of the Italian and Greek 
colonies.

Evolution of 


Musical Comedy. 


By Frank Pixley. 

@ modern musical comedy is the result 
of evolution, the successive of 
which may be traced in the history of the 
London theater. It undoubtedly had its gen- 
esis In the pantomime, that most typical of 
all forms of British amusements. From 
Dec. 26 of each year to about the firat of 
the following March the British stages riot 


in this inane and innocuous style of enter- © 


tainment, as fully three-fourths of the pro- 
vincial playhouses, excepting the music 
halls, offer pantomimes for the delectation of 
their patrons. The old, the young, the mid- 
dle aged, and the senile revel in this annual 
orgie of cheap wit and garish appointments 
with a relish thar belies the soundness of 
their theatrica: t for the remaining 
nine months of the year. on 
Up toa tew 


lequinade, with the conventional clown, - 
taloon, harlequin, and columbine. ow, 
however, this feature. bas been abandoned 
throughout Great Britain, and the panto- 


mime of today resembles more closely what. 


formerly was known as extravaganza on the 
American stage. Indeed, it only is at Drury 
Lane, the “ national theater,” as it is called 


by the London press, that the harlequinade 


is still preserved as an integral part of the 
annual pantomime. 


oe 


Since the presentation of J. M. Barries 
Gelightful “Peter Pan” as a holiday at- 
traction three years ago and its annual re- 
production in London by Charles Frohman, 
the character of the British pantomime is 
undergoing another and more important 
change. Mr. Barrie has placed upon the 
London, ajage the literary instead of the lit- 
eral faity tale, which undoubtedly makes for 
the artistic development of this phase of the 
British drama. - 

The nearest approach to an American ver- 
gion of the British pantomime that Chicago 
has known were the famous Dave Hender- 
son extravaganzas at the Chicago opera 
house some fifteen to twenty years ago. But 
they had the advantages of genuine wit and 
humor that is conspicuous by its absence 
from the typical British product, and had 
the additional advantage of being presented 
by an ideal company. 

The next step in the development of the 
musical play in London was the series of 
famous burlesques produced by the late John 
Hollingshead, “the father of British bur- 
lesque,”’ who managed the Gaiety theater 
with phenomenal success for @ quarter of a 
century. These burlesques were written by 
such men as Henry J. Byron and Francie 
C. Burnand, and aithough much given to the 
cheapest form of wit—the pun—they marked 
a distinct advance in the literary character 
of light musical plays. * 

When “the sacred lamp of burlesque” 
began to flicker more than twenty-five years 
ago two giants arose in Britain and comico 
opera came into its own with the advent of 
Gilbert and Sullivan. Their reign and the 
lesser luster of such men as Alfred Cellier 
and Frederick Clay lasted for full fifteen 
years and marked the golden age of wit 
wedded to music. 

i. 


Gilbert and Sullivan quarreled and sepa- 
rated, with disastrous results to themnselves 
and to the British stage, as neither seemed 
able to score @ real success with another col- 
laborator. It was at this time that George 
fdwardes, who had succeeded Hollingshead 
in the management of the Gaiety, invented 
the modern form of musieal comedy, a style 
of entertainment that still endures. But, 
alas! where two men formerly wrote a mu- 
sical play, Mr. Edwardes found it necessary 
to employ the services of six or eight libret- 
tists and/subauthors, composers and assist- 
ant song writer. Sidney Jones appears to 
be the only British composer able to turn out 
the score of a musical play without assist- 
ance, but we not infrequently find that 
Lionel Monckton has added a song or two 
to the melodies that flowed from the pen of 
Mr. Jones, 

The primary idea of the modern musical 
comedy is to start with a set of real flesh 
and blood people and involve them in comic 
opera complications in more or less barbaric 
iands. The British playgoer likes to see fa- 
milfar types on the stage, and for that rea- 
gon the modern musical comedy of British 
manufacture has the soldier and the sailor 
for its chief characters, rather than the 
comic opera potentates that have flourished 
on the American stage. 

There are no more composers like Strauss, 
Suppe, and Milloecker to be found in Ger- 
many and Austria, and so the Teutonic form 
of the musical play is no longer existent, 
Opera bouffe died with Offenbach, Lecocg, 
and Audran, and the French type of oper- 
etta finds its only fllustration today in th« 
charming works of Messager. This gifted 
Frenchman also is a grand opera impre- 
sario and a conductor as well, so that but « 

part of his energies i@ devoted to 
composition. 

[ coltgee that musical comedy as we under- 
stand the term today is the type of musical 
entertainment that most appeals to the 
American theatergoer fond of the combina- 
tion of fun and music, and working on this 
theory I have endeavored to construct in 
“The Grand Mogul’’ a consistent and log- 
foal story that lends itself to humorous sit- 
uations without undue violence to the imag- 
ination.
